of clubs. 


Cayne's plan was to refu-e 


to take the ace of spades until 
forced, or until one of the 
opponents was exhausted of 
spades. Then he planned on 
knocking out the club ace in 
the hope that spades were no 
longer a menace or that the 
club ace, was in the hand 
without the spades, 


Cayne. therefore, ducked his 


ace and allowed East to win 
thrfirst trick with his king. 


East switched to the dia- 


mond six. Cayne now had a 
choice of playing the ace or 
finessing against the king. 


Cayne unhesitatingly played 


the ace 
He could afford to 


lose one diamond trick but he 
could not afford to allow the 
opponents to establish spades 
before the ace of clubs was 
knocked out. (Note that if 
Cayne had finessed in dia- 
monds, West would win, knock 
out the spade ace, and then 
wait comfortably with his ace 
of clubs.) 


After winning the diamond 


ace, Cayne established his 
club suit and assured the 
success of his contract. 


The lesson in today's hand 


is the necessity for focusing 
on the real problem at hand 
Clearly the spade suit was the 
threat, and it was e a s i l y 
recognizable w h e n spades 
were played. 


However, the pitfall lies in 


the diversionary temptation of 
the diamond finesse. What- 
ever might take place with 
diamonds, spades remain the 
danger suit, and declarer's 
attention s h o u l d remain 
focused on that danger. 


As Cayne demonstrated, to 


play an ace or to duck 
depends not only on the play 
of the suit involved; it de- 
pends on the overall objective 
of the entire hand.

Nuclear Power Plant Starts Operations 


Congratulations to the Wisconsin 


Michigan Power Co. upon the start-up of 
the first generating unit in its new 
nuclear power plant at Two Creeks in 
Manitowoc County. This is the 19th such 
nuclear installation to go into operation 
in the country and the unit is the largest 
in Wisconsin. A second unit will go into 
operation next fall. 


Nuclear generation of electrical 


power is the only feasible answer to a 
developing critical shortage of power 
supplies in this country. The limitation 
on the supplies of fossil fuels makes that 
source of energy incapable of meeting 
our tremendously growing needs. 


Certain 
groups 
interested 
in 


preservation of the environment have 
questioned potential dangers of nuclear 


emissions from such plants and the 
warm water they discharge into Lake 
Michigan. But utility experts have 
satisfied the federal government that the 
levels of such pollution are minimal. 


At the same time it must be con- 


sidered that electrical power is badly 
needed in the fight against other forms 
of pollution, to operate sewage plants, 
industrial pollution abatement equip- 
ment and air filtration systems. 


All pollution questions are quan- 


titative as well as qualitative in nature. 
Nuclear 
generating 
plants 
are 


illustrative of the fact that we must 
accept minimum levels of pollution to 
satisfy the very great need for a readily 
expandible source of electrical energy in 
this countrv. 


The 18-Year-Old Vote 


The decision by the United States 


Supreme Court upholding the con- 
stitutionality of the 1970 Voting Rights 
Act guarantees that 18-year-olds will be 
able to vote for president and members 
of Congress in 1972. But it poses election 
administrative 
headaches 
for 


Wisconsin. 


Because Wisconsin law limits voting 


for state and local officers to those 21 
and older, separate polling lists and 
separate ballots will have to be prepared 
for voters under and over 21. 


Given the fact that Congress enacted 


the Voting Rights Law earlier this year, 
the Wisconsin legislature could have 
cleared up this conflict between state 
and federal law by initiating action 
during its last session. But the 
legislature chose not to do so. and (he 
requirements of our constitution are 
such that the administrative headache 
cannot be solved prior to the l'.)72 
presidential and congressional elections. 


Our constitution provides that any 


enlargement of the \oting franchise, by 
enactment of the legislature must also 
be approved by referendum of the people 
at the next general election. And the next 


general election is in November. 1972. Or 
if the legislature chooses to act through 
an amendment In our constitution, the 
earliest such an amendment could he 
submitted for popular ratification is 
April. 197H. 


Whichever 
method 
is 
chosen, 


however, the 1971 legislature should act 
promptly to bring state law into har- 
mony with federal. 


There is a concurrent problem which 


must be considered at the same time. 
Extension of the franchise to lR-\ear- 
olds brings up the question of where 
college students bhould \n(e. in I hen- 
home communities or \\hore the> attend 
school. 


We can understand the concern of 


cities like Madison. Milwaukee or even 
Whitewater. Stevens Point, De Pere or 
Applet on, with large college populations. 


The Bureau of the Census counts 


students as part of (be population of the 
ciiy \\here their school is located. But 
this is not necessarily binding as far as 
voting franchises are concerned. The 
legislature will need to define place of 
residence more explicitly than present 
election laws provide in order to clarify 
\\hrre students shall \ole. 


Destroying Our Germ Weapons 


The decision of President Nixon )o 


have destroyed some $72fi million worth 
of germ weapons produced for use 
against people is to be heartily com- 
mended even though the project is a 
dangerous one and will cost at least $12 
million. 


The stockpiles of biological killers 


have been maintained at several centers 
and no one has >et announced bow much 
it i? costing the American taxpayer to 
preserve the stuff at 40 degrees below 
zero. The Pentagon, receiving ils orders, 
has announced that all care will be taken 
to avoid pollution or, we suppose, 
poisonous elements somehow getting 
into the atmosphere as they have now 
and then during testing procedures. 


President Nixon some time ago 


announced thai the United Slates would 
not inaugurate chemical warfare or use 
biological agents even if such methods 
wrre used against us first. Then there 
developed (he hasslr as to exactly \\hat 


was chemical and whaf was biological 
because of the development of artificial 
ways of causing disease. Apparently this 
has not >et been ironed out. 


Of even greater concern, however is 


how the biological and chemical warfare 
structure grew to its immensity. We've 
dumped tons of outmoded stuff into the 
Atlantic and still don't know what will 
happen to ocean waters if the metal 
cannisters break open after a few years. 
No one. wants (he chemicals stored for 
years on Okinawa and we have had to 
remove them for the sake of good 
relafions with Japan.

agents? i)r \\as il just something that 
went ahead on its own, a Parkinson's 
Law project from the Pentagon that no 
one got around to discontinuing long 
after it uas obvious (hat modern war- 
fare, had long passed the point of such 
materials being used or even beinjr 
boarder! as a threat to an menu?
